Both the 
Bajous and the Dusvus must have been much 
more numerous ju the year 762, when Mr. 
Dalrymple, the East India Company's Agent, 
made a report on the territory we now know as 
North Borneo, In those days the ex orts of 
pepper from that portion of our west coast, 
where we have lately made a railway, were 60
